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Oxford Reading Tree (ORT) 

A guide for teaching children who are learning English 

Ages 4 to 12 years ► 

Oxford Reading Tree is one of the most popular reading 
schemes in the world. It is highly successful because 
children love the characters and want to read about 
them, it is easy for teachers to use and is an ideal way 
to encourage more parental support. 

Every book in the scheme tells a complete story. Young 
children can remember a simple story told in natural 
sounding language even if they cannot read separate 
words or letters. 

Oxford Reading Tree is divided into stages. You can 
easily identify each stage by the colour on its cover. As 
children progress to each new stage the number of words and the difficulty of 
the sentences in the stories gradually increase. 

Children follow the ‘trunk’ of the tree. This is made up of core stories from 
Stages 1 to 9. Stage 1 teaches important pre-reading skills. Stages 1+ to 5 
introduce specific reading skills, which are developed as children progress 
through Stages 6 to 11 to become fluent and confident readers. TreeTops 
extend the tree for 7 to 11 year olds. Children learning English may take 
one or two years to complete Stages 1 to 5. 

The Storybooks 

Before starting the storybooks, it is very important that the Oxford Reading 
Tree characters are introduced to the children using the Flopover Book. 

This will capture their interest and familiarise them with new vocabulary. 
Children will then progress up the trunk of the tree moving on to each new 
stage as they gain confidence and fluency. 

Vocabulary in Oxford Reading Tree 

A core vocabulary is used and repeated in the stories to build confidence 
and reading fluency. There are ‘key’ words for each stage; these include 
high frequency words that the children should learn as part of their sight 
vocabulary, for example, ‘the’, ‘and’, ‘he’. The stories also contain context 
words that can usually be guessed from the pictures, for example: ‘cornflakes’, 
‘party’, ‘dinner’. There are vocabulary lists in the teaching notes. 
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Beginner Readers 
Stages 1 to 3 

Stage 1 

There are 12 picture storybooks at Stage 1 without 
any words. These will help the children understand 
that stories have a beginning, middle and end, and that 
books in English are written from left to right. All the 
books in Stage 1 are based on familiar experiences, 
such as: getting up, family life and going to school. The 
pictures and fimiliar context make it easy to explain 
unfamiliar words and talk about the stories in the 
children’s own language. 

Each book has an extended story; these are more detailed versions of the 
stories to read aloud to the children. They can be found in the Extended 
Stories Photocopy Masters and include a set of guided response questions to 
draw the children into the illustrations and events in the story, requiring them 
to make predictions about what might happen next, and relate events to their 
own experiences. The questions can be adapted to suit the children’s abilities 
or be asked in their first language if necessary. The children can retell the 
story either in English or a mixture of English and their own language. 

First Words 

First Words contain a few simple words closely linked to the illustrations. 
This is excellent for beginners of English as they will be encouraged to read 
the words they recognise. 



Stage 1+ 

Stage 1+ stories have one line of text per illustration. 
Within this stage there are Patterned Stories, First Phonics 
and 1+ First Sentences. It is suggested that the books in 
Stage 1+ are read in the order shown in the box.

Stage 1+ Patterned Stories 

The text in these stories is deliberately repetitive 
and practises high frequency words in order to build 
children’s confidence and sight vocabulary. 

Stage 1+ First Phonics 

These stories emphasise rhythm and rhyme, making 
the text easy to remember. Children can also use the 
rhyming patterns to work out new words. 

Stage 1+ First Sentences 

1+ First Sentences focus on whole sentences to draw 
children’s attention to full stops and capital letters.

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Stage 2 

Stage 2 consists of Stage 2 Patterned Stories, Stage 2 First Phonics, and Stage 2 
Stories. It is suggested that the books in Stage 2 are read in the order below. 

Stage 2 Patterned Stories 

Each of these stories is written to give two high 
frequency words several repetitions. This consolidates 
recognition of common key words. 

Stage 2 First Phonics 

First Phonics stories use vocabulary that can be 
‘sounded out’ using simple phonic rules. They also 
include key words and high frequency words so 
children practise and expand their sight vocabulary. 

Stage 2 Stories 

These stories introduce a wider vocabulary and 
develop children’s understanding of the main 
characters. They help develop the skills of word 
recognition, relating illustrations to text, sequencing, prediction, story 
structure and oral language skills 

Stage 3 

Stage 3 consists of Stage 3 First Phonics and Stage 3 Stories. It is suggested 
that the books in Stage 3 are read in the order below. 

Stage 3 First Phonics 

These stories contain vocabulary that can be ‘sounded out’ by blending. 

Stage 3 Stories 

These are slightly longer than stories at Stage 2 and have longer sentences 
on each page. It provides opportunities to talk and ask questions about the 
stories, which is vitally important in increasing the children’s understanding 
and vocabulary. The children’s first language can still be used as necessary.

Stage 4 

The stories at this stage are slightly longer, with more 
words. Six of the storybooks are numbered and should 
be read in order because they lead on to the books in 
Stage 5. They are also graded in difficulty and length. 
The emphasis on talking and questioning should be 
maintained. 


Stage 5 

The stories begin to move away from familiar settings and into worlds 
of fantasy. The magic key, found at Stage 4, is used to transport the 
characters into adventures. These are extremely popular with children, 
and often provide the starting point for their own writing. Six of the 
books in Stage 5 are numbered and should be read in order. By now 
the children will be emerging as independent readers. They will have a 
good sight vocabulary of just over 100 words, they will be able to decode 
words and use the illustrations to extract meaning from the text. 

Towards Independence 
Stages 6 to 9 

Stages 6 and 7 (formerly Owls ) 

The stories in Stages 6 and 7 take the children on many magic key 
adventures. Three or four lines of text per page make them more 
demanding and longer. There is still wide use of high frequency words but 
the adventures draw in more varied vocabulary. 

Stages 8 and 9 (formerly Magpies ) 

These stories are a mix of fantasy and familiar 
settings. They have smaller print and longer 
sentences, with pictures that add extra detail to the 
stories and continue to support the text.

Stages 3 to 4 

These stories feature new characters including two Muslim children, Adam 
and Yasmin. The stories are intended for those who need more practice at 
these stages before moving on to the next stage. 

Robins 

Stages 6 to 10 

Robins can be used to extend children whose understanding is good but who 
still need a story that is not too long or complicated. Children should read 
to the top of Stage 9 before tackling the Robins. 

Jackdaws 

Stages 9 to 10 

Jackdaws are demanding but enjoyable anthologies. They contain stories, 
non-fiction and traditional tales all on the same theme, for example, birds. 

As with Robins it is recommended that children read to the top of Stage 9 
before reading the Jackdaws. 



Citizenship Stories 

Stages 9 to 10 

These stories are about a group of seven year-olds at school together, their 
relationships with each other, and how they manage them. They explore 
jealousy, feeling left out, bullying, disability, theft, and cheating, and are 
ideal for discussion work.

Non-fiction written in story form on exciting real- 
life subjects to grab and entertain the reader. Perfect 
for topic work and research.

Based on six stories at each stage, these are an excellent way for learners of 
English to practise their oral language skills and build up their confidence. 
They are ideal for reinforcing vocabulary, assessment of reading aloud, and 
for teaching skills like taking turns or working together. 

Fireflies 

Fireflies introduce children to non-fiction from the early 
stages of reading. The books have exactly the same stages 
as Oxford Reading Tree and are written to capture children’s 
enthusiasm, encouraging them to find out about the wider 
world. Reading Fireflies alongside the Oxford Reading Tree 
stories gives children a broad reading experience with steady 
progression through the stages, and plenty of practice of 
high frequency words in lots of different contexts. 

TreeTops 
Stages 10 to 16 

TreeTops is a series of top quality fiction from a variety of talented authors 
and illustrators. These books can act as a bridge between Oxford Reading 
Tree and general fiction for 7 to 11 year-olds. The stories can be overlapped 
with the upper stages of Oxford Reading Tree to provide an extra challenge 
for more able readers.

To add to these Handbooks there are Teaching Notes that come free 
with every pack of stories. These provide ideas for using the books in the 
classroom and lists of the vocabulary in each book, including high frequency 
words and context words. 

Flopover Book 

This is a large self-standing book full of colourful pictures to introduce 
the characters and key words in Stages 1 to 4. It is an essential tool for 
encouraging children to talk about the stories and generate vocabulary. Each 
picture has an accompanying story in the Flopover Book notes, which you 
should read to the children, adapting it to suit their level of understanding. 
You may prefer to tell, or explain, these stories in the children’s own 
language. Talking about the characters and setting the scene for the stories 
makes the children eager to find out more, and therefore want to read the 
books. For example, the Flopover Book explain why the characters have 
unusual names like Chips, Biff and Kipper.

These have been designed to enable children to recognise words from the 
Storybooks at Stages 2 to 5 both in and out of context. 

Extended Stories Photocopy Masters 

These are longer, more detailed versions of the stories in Stages 1 to 4 to 
be read to the children. They include questions that 
stimulate discussion and aid comprehension. 

Workbooks 

There are Workbooks for every stage, designed to 
develop and strengthen reading and writing skills. 

They are closely linked to the stories so that words are 
reinforced in meaningful contexts.

At Stages 1 to 9 many of the stories also come in a Big Book format. 

These allow the teachers to read the story and talk about the pictures with 
the class. This demonstration of reading helps learners to relate the text 
to the pictures. Reading together as a class or group provides support for 
less confident pupils who will join in as much or as little as they can. The 
children should be encouraged to talk about the story either in English or 
in their first language to improve their understanding of the reading process 
and the story itself. It is also the perfect opportunity to assess their current 
vocabulary and teach new words. 

Story tapes and Talking Stories CD-ROM 

The extended stories, the text from the Storybooks in Stages 1 to 4, and the 
stories from Stages 5 to 7 have been recorded onto cassettes. They can be used 
in conjunction with the books to enhance listening skills and to reinforce 
the ability to relate the story to the illustrations. The stories from Stages 1 to 
9 are available on CD-ROM as Talking Stories. They contain the text and 
illustrations from the books in page order accompanied by an oral reading. 

The children can listen to or read each page as often as they like, giving them 
control over their own reading. Stages 1+ to 9 also contain activities for 
children to do once they have read the stories. 

Sequencing Cards Photocopy Masters 

Covering Stages 1 to 4, each photocopiable story has four to six pictures and 
sentences to be cut up and rearranged in the right order. Children talk about 
events in the story, arrange the events in order, and practise matching the 
right sentence to each picture. 

Guided Reading Cards 

These provide excellent support to ensure your guided reading session is 
well structured and covers the objectives of the literacy hour. The cards are 
available for the stories at Stages 1 to 9. 

Take-Home Cards 

There is a Take-Home Card for every Storybook from Stage 1 to 9. Each 
card helps parents or carers to read with their child and suggests games and 
activities linked to the books.
